Iogue, which by the Apoſtle St. F<rzes, 1s called The 
Law of Liber:y; not that it gives the leaſt incourage- 
ment to, but frees us from the Bondage of Sin and Cor- 
ruption as 1t is maniged un the ha:ul of a Mediator ; 
by which if we judge and condemn our ſelves, we 
ſhall nt be Condemned with the world. -
